Reconversion Problem 


There are evidences that, very 


belatedly, government 
agencies 


have decided upan at least some 
preliminaries of our industrial re- 
conversion program. 


Permission being granted, to 


such firms as are not too sub- 
merged in ;war work, to obtain 
materials and go ahead with the 
manufacture of prototype products 
—models, specimens, experimental 
items— so that, when the 
comes, they can swing faster into 
actual production for vise. 


This appears to assume that one 


of the most difficult of all our re- 
conversion 
decisions

made. That was whether each fac- 
tory. as it terminated war work. 
should be permitted to shift over 
to civilian production, or whether 
plants should stand idle waiting 
for whole industries to become 
free, in order that none should be

Such a decision, if it had been 


made, undoubtedly will arouse a 
great deal of hitler criticism, 
which will have" some merit. 


•Often it will be thc least efficient 


plants which will first be erased 
from thc war production rolls. The 
most 
efficient—the 
ones whose 


genius, initiative, know-how have 
contributed heaviest to our amaz- 
ing record—will be kept making 
war goods while their less compe- 
tent rivals arc free to establish 
themselves in the civilian field 
without effective competition. • 


That is unfortunate and should 


be avoided as much as possible. 
But it would be more unfortunate 
to have plants idle, men loafing, 
primary materials unused, while 
the public continues to go short on 
important consumer items. 


There is one method by which 


thc worst effects of thc mlxup can 
be avoided—a ' niclhod used by 
Great Britain in connection with 
the conversion to war production 
and used in this country at least 
in one 'instance. 


When it was found necessary to 


have alarm clocks made, so that 
war workers would get to work on 
time, they were put out without 
any manufacturer's mark. The 
public got Its clocks, but no manu- 
facturer was permitted to benefit 
by having his product on the mar- 
ket, under his name while his com- 
petitors were shut off. 


Extension of this scheme might 


be very desirable when some fac- 
tories are permitted to return to 
civilian production in the near fu- 
ture, while others arc'kept on war 
work.

In that 
state, the average voter or leader 
looks on Dewcy as the party lead- 
er. and no one will say Bricker or 
anyone else would have a better 
chance to win there. , This is thc 
argument thc Dcwcy leaders have 
used on the delegates with unan- 
swerable effect upon thc unin- 
structed bulk of delegates. 


What has hammered thc point 


home, however, is the fact no one 
needs to mention, namely, that 
any Republican leader is courting 
danger being caught off such a 
high 
front-i mining- bandwagon. 


Bread and butter politics, or any 
other kind, requires stale, county, 
and city leaders to want to be as- 
sociated and identified with a win- 
ner.

Consequently. Ohio's Governor 


Bricker. who has been out meet- 
ing these captains and lieutenants 
of the party and has acquired 
numerous personal friends among 
them, 
has

with a difficult if not insuperable

therefore, 


clear to me that only a sensation- 
al or shocking event, which would 
upset the situation, could make 
his nomination possible. 


Thc underlying facts behind the 


movement 'to draft Warren, the 
California governor, are 
equally 


plain and forceful to the delegate 
leaders. 
Warren is regarded bv 


them us a sincere person, and his 
vaiious attempts to declare him- 
self out of thc national picture arc 
recognized as not just window 
dressing or the type, of coyness 
assumed to cxtnict u more press- 
ing invitation. As has been wide- 
ly noted. Warren's lieutenant gov- 
einor is running for the senate, 
and if he himself Is elected vice- 
president, he might lose top con- 
trol o/ the state, or at least lose 
personal control of Hie work he 
has slarlcd. 
Conscqucnlly, he 


would be primal ily pleased to re- 
main only as keynoter of thc con- 
vention. 


But, 
lo win Ihc cleclion, the 


Republicans must al.so carry Cali- 
fornia. It is a difficult slate lo 
gauge at present, but 'most au- 
thorities .would give thc edge now 
to Roosevelt. 
Warren's personal 


popularity is such that, if he wcic 
nominated for .second place, the 
experts would turn immediately 
and give the Republicans the best 
chance. 


What, has not been so widely 


noted is the fact thai, under Cali- 
fornia law, Wan en could appoint 
an 
interim governor, and thus 


choose his own man to carry on in 
his place. 
Of course, if the Re- 


publican ticket docs not win thc 
Xovember election^ he would re- 
lain his governorship -as would 
Dewcy. Therefore, he could reas- 
onably accept Ihe proposed draft 
despile his personal inclinations. 


Certainly 
no other candidate 


could bring so much needed polit- 
ical power to thc ticket, at least 
not in thc dangerous spot, 
for instance, is not regarded as 
such dangerous ground as Califor- 
nia. 
Some movement has, or. will 


shortly, be slarlcd lo piomolc Ihe 
Carpenters union chief, William 
Hulcheson (Indiana) for Ihe vice- 
presidency on Ihc ground that his 
union labor influence would be 
helpful, and there it no question 
it would be to a considerable ex- 
tent. 
However, the other candi- 


dates. Stasscn of Minnesota. Gris- 
wold of Nebraska, Dirkscn and 
Green of Illinois, clc., conic from 
thc right states. 


It may be true, conventions do 


not always follow thc logic and 
weight of circumstances. 
Some 


arc .stampeded and upset. 
Noth- 


ing is absolutely sure in politics 
until long after thc signing and 
sealing, and. in fact, until the ac- 
tual delivering. Yet \ personally 
feel sure these considerations arc 
the motivating1 influences behind 
this convention and likely to con- 
trol its decision.-

Russia to Receive 


War Equipment Help 
. , 


Washington, June 20—(AP)— 


American lend-leasc officials arc 
already tackling the problem of 
how to help Russia rebuild and 
expand billions of dollars worth 
of 
shattered 
industrial 
plants, 


with the result that lend-lcasc to 
that country is undergoing a pro- 
found change in pioparation for 
peacetime commercial trade. 


The change reportedly is part of 


a broad plan for assisting Russian 
reconstruction and simultaneously 
helping maintain a high level of 
employment in this country dur- 
ing the transition from war to 
peace production here. Soviet of- 
ficials arc understood to have the 
plan under consideration. 


Its central provisions is that 


lend-leasc shipments 
must stop 


promptly with thc'end of the wat 
but that'materials useful in peace 
time pursuits—electric generator* 
for -instance—will be shipped just 
as if lend-leasc were continuing-, 
except they will go on credit. 


Meanwhile the principle is being

in advance of any general agree- 
ment and before the war ends. As 
a result long-life equipment like 
electric generators, which is ship- 
ped before the war ends but will 
be mainly useful afterward, is go- 
ing on credit.
